Men’s hockey team returns home from Germany 


The Concordia Stingers men’s hockey team returned home from a four-game, 10-day tour of 
Germany last week with a great sense of history and patriotism, as well as memories to last a lifetime. 

“The players were great ambassadors for Canada,” said Concordia head coach Kevin Figsby. 
“When we arrived we knew no one but by the time we came home we had with all kinds of friends and 
family in Germany.” 

Concordia played four games in four locations and sold out every venue, including a 4,000-seat 
arena in Halle. The Stingers’ visit to Halle was historic. It marked the first time a North American hock- 
ey team competed in the former East Germany. Even the torrential rains and flooding that plagued 
Germany couldn’t dampen the local enthusiasm. 

In Herford, more than 400 hockey fans waited for the Concordia players after their game. The 
Stingers spent three hours signing autographs before they could leave the arena. While in 
Higelsheim, the team was honored at city hall and had dinner with the mayor and his family. 

In between commitments, the players and staff explored the local culture, making stops at 
Jartin Luther University and the home of composer George Frideric Handel. As well, several mem- 
bers of the Stingers made day trips to Berlin and Amsterdam. 

“For most of the players it was their first trip to Europe,” Figsby said. “For some of the players, 
it was their first time on an airplane. It was a great life experience for each of the them.”
